ehusetts, Rhode Island, and northeastern Couueetieut. It should, 
therefore, be found in southern New Hampshire'. 

1 . hf’fc)opliif/hi-'i Sehreb. i hi* diflereut forms are a])j)arentlv due 
in great j)art to the conditions uiidi'i* which they grow and jirobably 
arc all of more general distribution than the herbaria indicate. 

P. intcrniptiift Kit., differing from P. j)ectin(ifii,s- in its strongly keel(*d 

fruit, oeeurs in brac-kish waters of eastern New Brunswick and also 

in ^Michigan. Search may readily show it to be on the New Eno-Janil 
coast as well. 

P. Jatcralis Moroug, occurring in eastern IMassaeliusetts and in 
northern Connecticut, is to bi* sought, naturally, in Rhode Island. 

/. ohiii.PiJolms ]\fert(‘ns N Koch, freijueut in north-central JMaine 
and in \ermont, should be sought in northern New Hampshire. In 
^laini; it prefers clear cold streams.

P. piilclirr I nek<*rm. 4'hi.s distinct sjieeies is freijuent in eastern 
^lassaehusett.s, and it is kuoAA'ii from .southern ^Mamii and from 
Brattlelioro, Vermont (according to Vlorong). It is, therefore, to 
be exjx'cted in .southern New Hanipsliire. 

P. piisiHiis L., vars. poh/phij/liis Morong and Sfiirruckii Benn., 
likewise, should be looked for in sonthi'rn New Ham|)shire. 

P. nifiliis ^^olfgang, one of our rarest speeii's, is knoAvn from the 
St. kraneis River iu northi'rn Blaine and from a single station in Lake 
Chanijilain. It ri'.si'inbles very sli'iider e.xtremes of P. piisilliis, but 
has much longer stipuli's, Avhieh are persistent and rather conspicu¬ 
ous; and its sharp-acuminate leaA'cs are almost erect. 

P. J (isei/i Robbins is apjiarently more common than generally 
supjioscd and is iirobablv Avell distributed in southern New England. 
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T'viglocJnn incirifiMCi I>., in spite of its usually luaritiiuc habitat, is 
freciiuMit ou wet shores aud iu mossy swaiu])s of uortheiu aud uoith- 
■central Maine and it also oeenrs in swamps of interior New \ork. 
In Aroostook County, ]\Iaine, it is associated in Larch and Arbor 
Vitae Swainj)s with Ci/pi'ljx’dium liirniitiim ]Mill, 1 alcriana nlicfinom 
(T. & G.) Rydb., See., atnl it may be looked for in similar sittiations 

in northern Xew Hampshire ami Vertnont. 

T. pal 11 •'<i r I •'i L. is also of wide distiabutioti in IMaine. It is a. com¬ 
mon ])lant of limy or slightly brackish wet places in the northern see- 
tion of the state as wVll as in northerti New Brunswick and Quel)ee; 
and it follows the coast, in brackish marshes, to Veils, near the New 
Hamj>shire border. The s])eeies may be confidently sought on the 
coast of New Hampshire as well as in marly bogs of northern New 

Hampshire and Vermont.
